Radio Reports That He Cooperative Plan for

DJIBOUTI, French Somaliland, 
5:50 p. m., Tuesday, Oct. 15 (De¬ 
layed in transmission), UP)—Four 
thousand Ethiopian tribesmen, led 
by Colonel Siwiank, the Dutch vet¬ 
eran of the Boer war, have invaded 
Italian Somaliland and reported 
today an advance of 45 miles. 

Colonel Siwiank reported he and 
his men went into the Italian col¬ 
ony at Dolo near the Kenya 
frontier and had captured the town 
of Lugh. 

It was Dolo that the Italians 
claimed to have captured 10 days 
ago. 

Natives Cross Frontier 

A second and larger force of 
Ethiopians are crossing over the 
Italian Somaliland frontier mid¬ 
way between Teolo and the Webbe 
Shibeli river, occupying Oddur, 
about 65 miles south of the Ethio¬ 
pian frontier. 

Somali tribes were said to be 
joining the invaders in support of 
their old grievances against the 
Italians which have been intensi¬ 
fied by the reports out of Ethiopia 
that non-combatants had suffered 
casualties through air bombing 
raids. 

An even greater menace than 
these two strong raiding parties 
against the Italian troops under 
Gen. Granziani in Italian Somali¬ 
land was an advance by Ras 
Desta's army of 100,000 men down 
the valley of the Webbe Shibeli 
toward the left flank of the Italian 
forces. 

Graziani thus far has made his 
main thrust along the BrlUsh 
Somaliland frontier to his north 
but it has yielded him no addi¬ 
tional ground. 

Owns Great Estate 

Siwiank is well known In Italian 
Somaliland, for he owns a great 
estate there. He long has been 
established as an opponent of 
Italian rule. 

Graziani’s tanks are still hold¬ 
ing the oases southwest of Bohot- 
leh, but the Ethiopians claim 
that their infantry has retaken 
the wells at Udi, driving back the 
mechanized Italian front and dis¬ 
abling three tanks. 

Italian airplanes bombed Ger- 
logubi again today, then dropped 
bombs on Gorsa and Handamara 
and destroyed the radio station at 
Mudleh. 

Reports from Ethiopian sources 
claim that some of the air bombs 
dropped around Gerlogubi were 
charged with gas. 


NEED RIGHT-OF-WAY 


'ork Ordered Done for 
Fear of Losing U. S. 
Grant on Project 


South Main street is to be 
Widened five to seven feet between 
Delhi road and Fairview avenue 
'Although the project was vigor¬ 
ously opposed by Councilman Jo¬ 
seph P. Smith, the city council 
late yesterday decided to do the 
job now while it can take advan¬ 
tage of a federal grant of $.'12,640. 
rather than wait and perhaps be 
foreed to agree to the work being 
done without federal aid. 

The council adopted a resolu¬ 
tion appropriating $15,542 from 
the elty's first one-quarter rent 
share of the state gasoline tax. 
The law requires that this money 
be spent only on state highways 
within the city, and it was eon- 
tended that the South Main street 
project is the only feasible one on 
which the money can be used at 
present. 

I To Acquire Right-of-Way 

f Another resolution was passed 
authorizing acquisition of the 
right-of-way for the widening, 
which will be done on the west 
Side of the street. City Engineer 
J L. McBride said that $12,900 
from gasoline tax funds already 
has been set aside for this acquisi¬ 
tion and that the fund is more 
than large enough. He said that 
17 owners of clear property smith 
of Edinger street already have 
agreed to deed the necessary strip 
without compensation. 

A petition signed by 34 resi¬ 
dents of South Main street was 
presented in opposition to the 
project by Fred Vollmer, 2013 
South Main street. This petition 
objected to the work at this time 
on the ground that it is not neces¬ 
sary now; that it would make a 
speedway out of South Main 
street, and that it will necessitate 
removal of old and valuable shade 
trees. 

Agreement Recalled 

One of the factors which 
Weighed heaviest in the council's 
four-to-one decision for the proj¬ 
ect was the contention that, if the 
Job is not done now, the state 
highway department will do the 
work later, after the city has lost 
the federal grant, and will take 
all the money out of the city's 
share of the gasoline tax. The 
former city council entered an 
agreement with the state for do¬ 
ing the work. 

Councilman Smith Insisted there 
was no need for hurrying the 
city's action, despite the conten¬ 
tion of Councilman Ernest Lay- 
ton that the state requires the job 
to be under contract by Dec. 15

Old - Timers Predicting 
'Santa Ana'; Breeze 
May Miss City 


Although the air was warm and 
dry today and many oldtimers 
predicted the first "Santa Ana" 
wind of the season, the county 
may escape the warm desert 
breeze temporarily, according to 
Herbert O Russell, Santa Ana 
Junior college instructor, in charge 
of the campus weather station. 

Relative humidity is much high¬ 
er today than normal, which would 
indicate an approaching desert 
wind, Mr. Russell announced, but 
absence of a high pressure area 
over Utah, Nevada and Arizona, 
which usually accompanies such 
a wind, probably indicates that 
the blow will not rearh here to¬ 
day, Mr. Russell said. 

Farm Bureau and citrus offi¬ 
cials said today that a severe wind 
would do considerable damage to 
orange and lemon gloves not well 
supplied by moisture. 

E. E. Campbell, Orange, dis- 
trist weatherman, said that there 
is no way of forecasting whether 
the county is about to be visited 
by a genuine desert wind. Al¬ 
though the season for the hot 
breezes has arrived, most severe

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 16. (Ah— 
Assertions of interest losses run¬ 
ning up to $50,000 a month and 
the deposit of state funds without 
bank collateral were attacked to¬ 
day by State Treasurer Charles G.

Thousands of Orange county 
housewives poured thousands of 
gallons of dish water down the 
spout today. And it was gone. 
It will become part of the ocean 
for ships to sail on. 

But a group of men and or¬ 
ganizations who believe the 
ocean is large enough already, 
have worked out a scheme for 
purifying dish water and sew¬ 
age. They have delved into a 
somewhat unpleasant subject 
and deodorized it. Now they 
can turn sewage into sparkling 
clear water, which is more 
pleasant, especially in view of 
the fact that they say they can 
save 5000 acre feet of it per 
year for irrigation in Orange 
county. 

Not much has been said about 
it, but a demonstration plant 
for reclaiming sewage has been 
built southwest of Santa Ana. 
Those in charge of the project 
are just aching for a chance 
to prove to the skeptics and 
general public that sewage can 
be turned into pure water. Any¬ 
one who is curious can go out 
to the plant between noon and 
5 p. m. and see the phenome¬ 
non take place. 


George Bates, chairman of 
the demonstration committee, 
explained today how the trick 
is done. The process, he said, 
is not a candidate for the "be¬ 
lieve it nots,” because many cit¬ 
ies have been reclaiming sew¬ 
age for years. 

The sewage first goes to a 
primary settling tank, from 
which the solids run to a sludge 
digestor. Then there is a sec¬ 
ondary settling tank called a 
sedimentation tank, from which 
the sludge also goes to a digest¬ 
ing tank. After the sludge has

Harry Jenks of Berkeley, con¬ 
sulting engineer on the project, 
will be here Oct. 28 to 31, inclu¬ 
sive, to help carry out a program 
of informing the public about the 
reclamation process. 

Arrangements are being made 
to hold meetings at which Mr. 
Jenks will tell the story and il¬ 
lustrate it with slides. 

The demonstration plant, which 
has been in operation with Gor¬ 
don Beisel in charge since the ; 
rainy season ended, is located one- j 
quarter of a mile southwest of 
First and Artesia streets. 

Two-Plant Idea 

Orange county has learned that | 
it must conserve all the water 
possible, and there is a lot of dish 
water going to waste through the 
joint outfall sewer line which 
serves the four larger cities and 
a number of smaller ones and 
sanitary districts. 

Mr. Jenks and his associates in 
the project have worked out a 
system whereby they explain that 
this sewage can be treated in two 
plants, turned into clear water 
and used for irrigation. One of 
these plants would be located near 
the present screening plant on the 
outfall sewer line below Santa 
Ana. The other would be placed 
somewhere between Orange, Ana¬ 
heim and Garden Grove. 

There is another trick which 
could be worked on the sewage, 
too, as it has been in the demon¬ 
stration plant. The top of the 
sludge digestor is fitted with a 
collector to capture the sewer gas. 
This gas can be burned to supply 
power needed in operation of the 
plant, and thus the sewage could 
be made to help pay for its own 
reclamation. 

Underground Storage 

From the two treatment plants 
the purified water could be dis¬ 
tributed for irrigation in the sum¬ 
mer. In the winter, because there 
is a natural storage reservoir 
under the Santa Ana river, the 
water could be pumped to a point 
above the Olive bridge and allowed 
to sink into the underground basin. 
This would replenish the supply 
from which irrigation water is 
pumped. The reason for two plants 
is to save part of the long pump 
from the lower one. 

The cost of the reclaimed water 
would be $15 to $17 per acre foot, 
according to Mr. Bates. 

The outfall sewer line from 
which the sewage would be taken 
serves the cities of Santa Ana, 
Orange, Anaheim, Fullerton, Pla¬ 
centia and La Habra, and the Gar¬ 
den Grove and Buena Park sani¬ 
tary districts. It is administered 
by the Santa Ana city council, 
with other governing boards In ad¬ 
visory capacities. 

Idea Far From New 

Reclamation of sewage is far 
from new. Here’s a believe it or 
not” that may be a surprise: Puri¬ 
fied water from a treatment plant 
at Brea has been flowing through 
Fullerton in Brea creek since 1924. 
Newport Beach has been treating 
its sewage for years and Laguna 
Beach has a now plant, too. The 
city of Brooklyn started treating 
sewage in 1904.

GENEVA. Oct. 16. — Anthony 
Eden of England backed energenti- 
cally at a meeting of the economic 
sanctions committee of the League 
of Nations today a proposal that 
league states buy nothing from 
Italy, but no decision was taken 
by the committee. 

Two ’’first aid" proposals for 
those states likely to suffer from 
repercussion of the economic sanc¬ 
tions were laid before the league 
subcommittee for mutual assist¬ 
ance. 

Seee Trade Losses 
Nicolas Titulescu. Rumanian 
foreign minister, expressed agree¬ 
ment that Eden's "buy nothing 
boycott" should be put into effect, 
but pointed out something concrete 
should be done to offset the trade 
losses to small states, which are 
likely to lose their Italian market 
if the plan goes through. 

He suggested a "clearing house" 
arrangement by which the trade 
which Italy would lose through the 
operation of the "buy nothing 
plan" could be allocated among 
various league states according to 
the size of their losses 
The proposal, originally advanced 
by the British, for a boycott by 
league nations of purchases from 
Italy, was also supported warmly 
by the Netherlands and Boigium. 

Rumania, Sweden, Russia and 
Turkey also favored it. Switzer¬ 
land, however, advanced some 
questions. 

Consider Peace Plan 
While pursuing relentlessly their 
erection of sanctions barriers 
against Italy, league delegates 
found time to consider an offensive 
for peace which Premier Pierre 
Laval was reported to be conduct¬ 
ing at Paris. 

Reliable sources said Laval con¬ 
templates suggestion of an East 
African peace plan under which 
the Ethiopian province of Tigre.

would go to Italy, which also would 
gain a mandate over outlying 
Ethiopian regions.

The emperor asserted the Fas¬ 
cists were permitted to enter these 
cities on the northern front un¬ 
opposed, that no decisive battle 
had yet been fought and that 
none would be until the Italians 
appoached Ethiopia’s real defen¬ 
sive positions in the towering 
mountains of the interior. 

Deny Any Offensive 

Government officials, denying 
reports published abroad that Ras 
Nesibu was ordered to take the 
offensive on the southern Ogaden 
desert front, asserted: 

"Any offensive on any front 
is contrary to all our carefully 
worked out plans. We stand 
pat in defending our land. 

“If there is any offensive, the 
Italians must take the initiative. 
We cannot afford to waste ammu¬ 
nition in the desert or lowlands.” 

Ethiopian government authori¬ 
ties rejoiced today in a belief 
that Italy's northern army was 
slowly but surely falling into a 
trap. 

Set Trap for Italy 

Ethiopians said it would not be 
long before Gen. Emilio De Bono's 
Fascist forces, jubilant over the 
"capture" of Aduwa and Aksum, 
would find themselves lost in the 
maze of ravines, cavernous val¬ 
leys and mountain fastnesses 
which form the northern bulwark 
of Emperor Haile Selassie’s do¬ 
main. 

(Dispatches from the Italian 
side on the northern front said 
that with a road constructed to 
Aduwa. the Fascists were ready 
to resume their advance on 
Makale, 60 miles deeper into 
Ethiopia). 

Considerable misgiving prevailed 
in Ethiopian circles here for the 
safety of Harar, "Garden of 
Ethiopia” and strategic city be¬ 
hind the southern lines, which it 
was feared would be the next tar¬ 
get of Italian bombing planes. 

Concern also was felt for the 
ability of the Ethiopian forces on 
the Southern Ogaden desert front 
to hold out against the strong 
drive to the north from Italian 
Somaliland by the Italian troops 
under Gen. Rudolfo Graziani. 

Capital Rushes Aid 

One Ethiopian commander in 
the south appealed to Harar and 
to Addis Ababa for help. Troops 
rushed toward that front to lend 
support. 

While the Ethiopian warriors 
were becoming accustomed to the 
bursting of bombs, they were 
still bewildered at the speed with 
which the Italian armored cars 
dashed over the roughest terrain. 

The government reiterated de¬ 
nials of a revolt in Gojjam prov¬ 
ince and desertions in Tigres add¬ 
ing that the governor of Gojjam, 
Ras Emeru, is a cousin of Haile 
Selassie and one of his most loyal 
followers. The desertion of Haile 
Selassie Gugsa with his retinue of 
100 was admitted, but his defec¬ 
tion was held to be unimportant.

PARIS, Oct. 16. (/Pi—Officials 
disclosed today that France and 
Great Britain are asking Wash¬ 
ington if the United States is will¬ 
ing to restrict its imports from 
Italy in case such a sanction 
against Premier Mussolini’s na¬ 
tion is applied by the League of 
Nations.

16. UP )—The question of joining

complicated an Egyptian political 
crisis today.

™ Harry informed us that the 
old boat was wide and not so deep, 
to allow it to enter the bay with¬ 
out great difficulty.

IB sacks 
of pears, three cases of beeswax, 
three cases of peaches and 80 
hogs!

$15 DAILY I 


The Conservative party, which 
was defeated, is headed by Prime 
Minister A. R. Bennett.

Noted Lecturer Opens 
County Forum With 
Bright Travelogue 


Burton Holmes, eminent lec¬ 
turer and traveler, saw modem 
Russia last spring for $15 per 
day—all expenses paid including 
a charming blonde girl for a guide 
and the experience of sharing with 
her for two nights a double- 
bunked train compartment. 

Opening the third season of the 
Orange County Forum at Fuller¬ 
ton High school auditorium last 
night, Mr. Holmes gave a lecture 
Illustrated with colored slides and 
motion pictures on “What I Saw 
In Russia.” The main floor of the 
auditorium was sold out and the 
balcony was surprisingly filled 
with young students. 

$15 Per Day 

"All visitors in Russia must 
travel as tourists and all arrange¬ 
ments are handled by Moscow r 
agencies," he explained “I 
bought my ticket in Chicago and 
for $15 per day I was provided 
with everything, including Com¬ 
rade Barbara, my girl guide. We 
had caviar twice a day. At New 
York prices I consumed $84 worth 
of caviar during my two-month 
visit.” 

All details of the trip were 
arranged, Mr. Holmes said, by his 
charming guide who had only him¬ 
self as a "party.” Baggage, hotel 
rooms, trains, food, everything 
came under her supervision. 

“On one occasion,” he said, 
“there was no first-class train fa¬ 
cilities available for me, and Com¬ 
rade Barbara asked if I should 
mind traveling second class, as 
she had been doing all through 
the trip. 

“I was willing. She showed 
me to a compartment with two 
hunks. ‘This is fine,' I said, ‘hut 
where will you sleep?’ ‘Oh, 
upper or lower,’ she replied, ’It 
makes little difference.'” 

Women take their places evenly 
with men in Russian industry, 
but Mr. Holmes was not prepared 
for this. 

"However, I dutifully took the 
upper berth and she slept in the 
lower,” he said. "The next time 
we were obliged to share the same 
compartment, she slept in the 
upper and I in the lower.” 

Speedy Journey 

Emphasizing that his lecture 
was neither condemning nor ap¬ 
plauding the Soviet, Mr. Holmes 
took his listeners on a speedy 
journey through Moscow, Lenin¬ 
grad (formerly St. Petersburg), to 
the Black sea, through the few 
churches and palaces that were not 
destroyed after the revolution and 
into the industrial and farm areas 
of the Russia of the five-year plan. 

Mr. Holmes visited Russia in 
1901. Through pictures taken at 
that time and others taken during 
his recent trip he presented a 
graphic outline of the changes 
made by the Soviet. Briefly, the 
highlights were these: 

Russians have become acquaint¬ 
ed with the soap and towel; 
cleanliness, growing under the 
wing of extensive physical educa¬ 
tion, is strikingly more evident. 
Streets are kept cleaner than in 
most large American cities. 

Literacy Increases 

Literacy has increased from 7 
per cent in 1901 to 70 per cent. 
The masses are showing an in¬ 
tense desire for books and reading 
material. 

Trains are miserable, poorly 
maintained, but carefully run. 
Reason: After each train wreck 
the engineer, firemen and others 
on the offending train crew are 
Immediately executed. 

Hotel accommodations are sur¬ 
prisingly good, except that few of 
the niceties of life—soap, towels, 
etc.—are missing. 

The glory of the great churches 
used during the reign of the czars 
has been destroyed by the pagan 
rulers; those edifices of worship | 
that have not been removed have 
been converted into Americanized I 
roadhouses, sanitoriums and rest 
homes. 

Palaces Are Museums 

The great and gorgeous palaces 
of Ivan the Terrible, Catherine the 
Great and other rulers have been 
left untouched, but have been made 
into museums where Soviet lec¬ 
turers point out to visiting peas¬ 
ants the extreme extravagance 
and luxurious living of the old 
rulers—w T ho “dwelled in plenty 
while the peasants toiled and 
starved.” 

The theater—at $4 per ticket- 
flourishes today as never before. 
The art is fine, but the audience 
strange; workers come "fresh” 
from the fields. The government 
controls this profession as it does 
every other and sponsors the na¬ 
tion's musical activities in which 
the masses are showing a great 
interest. 

The great Moscow subway, just 
completed, is the most beautiful in 
the world. Colorful tile and mar¬ 
ble finishings resemble the glori¬ 
ous architecture of the old palaces. 

The population of Moscow now 
three million -has tripled in the 
last quarter of a century. 

Mass Housing Unpopular 

Mass housing, tried first at 
schools, is “over-done," the Rus¬ 
sians feel; the "personal” feeling 
is missed. More than 1200 stu-

Beats Italian .Mark

squadron 2309 miles from San 
Francisco hay to Hawaii in 1934. 
said he believed the flight from 
Panama would better the seaplane 
distance rerord held by Mario 
Spoffani, Italian flier. 

Spoffani's mark it 3063 miles, 
made in a flight last July from 
Malfalcone, Italy, to Bervera, Brit¬ 
ish Somaliland. 

Submits Barograph 

The barograph of the. twin -1 
motored seaplane was turned over 
to Frank A Flynn, observer for 
the National Aeronautical associa¬ 
tion, who said it would he sent to 
the International Aeronautical 
Federation in Paris, France, for 
consideration of a possible dis-1 
tanee record. 

To break the world mark, the 
experimental seaplane, which util¬ 
izes new principles in aircraft de¬ 
sign. must better the Italian's rcc- 
ord by 100 miles.

HOLLYWOOD. Oct. 16. UP) — 
Sam Hardy, veteran actor of the 
stage and screen, died in Holly¬ 
wood hospital early today after 
an emergency operation for an ab¬ 
dominal ailment. 

The 52-year-old player, best 
known for his humorous, gambler- 
type portrayals, collapsed on a 
studio set yesterday as he made 
up for scenes in an Eddie Cantor 
picture. 

Cantor and Norman Taurog, the 
director, rushed him to the hos¬ 
pital, where it was decided to 
operate for an intestinal obstruc¬ 
tion. 

The actor's wife and two friends 
of the family were at the bedside 
when death came. 

Former president of The Mas¬ 
quers. Hollywood actors' .club. 
Hardy complained of a sharp pain 
after a tennis game last Sunday. 
He paid little heed to it, however, 
and insisted on reporting for work 
before the cameras next day. 

As a result of his collapse and i 
death, Samuel Goldwyn, the pro- j 
ducer, said much of the Cantor 
picture completed so far will have 
to be scrapped, because Hardy ap¬ 
peared in most of the scenes. 

Born in New Haven, Conn., 
Hardy had many years’ stage ex¬ 
perience to his credit when he en¬ 
tered motion pictures with the old 
Lubin Film Company. His most 
recent roles were in ‘‘Ann Vick¬ 
ers.” ‘‘Goldie Gets Along," ‘‘Cur¬ 
tain at Eight" and "Little Miss 
Marker." which brought stardom 
to Shirley Temple. 


i ne history of guns in the 
United States is well shown in 
Mr. McClelland's collection. He 
has models from nearly every per¬ 
iod since the first revolvers and 
rifles were made in America Some 
of them are ornate affairs that 
look to be more ornamental than 
useful. Others are extremely ef¬ 
ficient appearing weapons. 

One gun is shaped exactly like 
a modem dollar watch. It was 
made in 1883, and designed to fit 
the palm of the hand. The barrel 
is one and three quarters inches 
in lengths, shoots a .32 caliber 
bullet, and was fired by the sim¬ 
ple process of tightly closing the 
hand. The bullet and shell com¬ 
bined were only half inch in 
length, and for that reason, the 
gun failed to gain popularity. The 
charge of powder was not enough 
to enable the bullet to do much 
damage. 

Derringer a Manufacturer 

“These are Derringers," Mr. Mc¬ 
Clelland said, taking four small 
pistols from a showcase. "For 
some reason, people seem to think 
that all small guns made along 
in the early 40's and 50's are Der¬ 
ringers. This belief is erroneous, 
because Derringer Is the name of 
a manufacturer, just the same as 
Colt, or Smith and Wesson. These 
four pistols I have here, were de¬ 
signed to shoot a .50 caliber bul¬ 
let. The smallest one of the group 
is four and one-half inches in 
length with a one and a half inch 
barrel. They first came into use 
in the 40's, and later other man¬ 
ufacturers made similar pistols 
Derringer types are still used to¬ 
day." 

In the same case with the Der¬ 
ringer were several early pistols 
with three barrels, and some with 
four barrels. They were so design¬ 
ed that the loads in each barrel 
were fired separately. They are the 
forerunners of the later repeating 
pistols and revolvers. The idea, Mr. 
McClelland said, was to make it 
possible for a man to have more 
than one shot available at a time. 


Finis was written late yester¬ 
day to the battle over use of 
water by the gun clubs, when the 
county water use ordinance was 
amended by the board of super¬ 
visors and a second ordinance 
adopted permitting licensing of 
the clubs. Both ordinances were 
adopted by unanimous vote of the 
board members. 

Amendment to the water use 
ordinance, under which attempts 
had been made to prevent the 
flooding of duck ponds on the 
various club properties, removes 
this usage from the non-benefi- 
cial class. The amendment defined 
as "beneficial” water used for ag¬ 
ricultural purposes or when “used 
in accordance with any license is¬ 
sued by the board of supervisors.” 

May Use Nine Inches 

Under the licensing measure, 
gun clubs will be permitted to use 
up to nine acre inches of water 
each year for the purpose of flood¬ 
ing duck ponds on club property. 
One of the requirements of ob¬ 
taining the necessary license is 
that each club install a meter on 
each pump, the meter to be avail¬ 
able for checking by the Orange 
county flood control engineer or 
his agents. 

Providing that licenses may bs 
issued to gun clubs only after a 
hearing which shall be within 30 
days after filing of the applica¬ 
tion, the ordinance made it dis¬ 
cretionary with the board of su¬ 
pervisors whether or not such 
hearings are necessary during the 
first year the ordinance is in ef¬ 
fect. 

Fee 825 Yearly 

The license fee was fixed at 823 
per year and licenses will be is¬ 
sued for five-year periods. The 
first year's license must be paid 
in advance with the filing of the 
application and fees for the re¬ 
maining four years must be paid 
on July 1, at the beginning of 
each new year. 

Licenses may be revoked for vi¬ 
olating any terms of the ordi¬ 
nance but only after a hearing be¬ 
fore the board of supervisors, un¬ 
der the new law which becomes 
effective in 30 days. 

Adoption of the license ordi¬ 
nance and amendment of the wa¬ 
ter use law will result in dis¬ 
missal of injunction suits now 
pending in superior court against 
the Blue Wing and Westminster 
Gun clubs. A temporary injunc¬ 
tion against the Westminster club 
recently was dissolved by order 
of Judge L. N. Turrentine of San 
Diego, who was presiding in su¬ 
perior court here when the re¬ 
straining order was originally 
signed.

Two-Week Seige

Lyle Alexander's hiccoughs acted 
like the tooth that stops aching 
on the way to the dentist, like the 
automobile that stops clanking 
near the garage, and the pet dog 
that won't perform when company 
comes. 

They wouldn’t "hie” in the hos¬ 
pital yesterday. 

Alexander, a druggist, said he 
had been hiccoughing for two 
weeks. All the family remedies, 
such as gulping 10 sips of water 
and holding the breath, as well as 
breathing vitiated air from a pa- 
pare bag, had been tried and 
found wanting, he said. 

So, yesterday he went to Geor¬ 
gia Emergency hospital, desperate 
for sleep and needing relief. He 
clambered up three flights of 
stairs, was admitted, went to bed.

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CAPISTRANO’S NEW BANK 

S AN JUAN CAPISTRANO, one of the most prosperous 
and most interesting communities in Orange county, 
is to be congratulated.

This will be good news to business men and other 
residents of San Juan Capistrano. Banks are about as 
important as postoffices to the life of a community and 
San Juan Capistrano is commercially prominent enough 
that the establishment of this new headquarters of trade 
where financial counsel may be had in one’s own neigh¬ 
borhood, will be a distinct asset to a large district. 

NO MUSIC IN THE AIR 

M USSOLINI’S invasion of Ethiopia seems to have 
caught American song writers totally unprepared. 
They haven't been able to think up even a snatch of 
music for the occasion. The radio still blares out “Cheek 
to Cheek”—instead of some new and martial number, like 
“Mussolini, He’s a Meanie,” or “Ah’ll be seeing ya in 
Abyssinia.”

WARNING TO BREWERIES 

B REWERIES—some of them—are slipping back to the 
bad old pre-prohibition methods of getting business, 
Bays the State Board of Equalization. And the board does 
Well to call them sharply to account and demand an end 
to improper sales methods involving coercion, price cut¬ 
ting and rebates. 

The board would not be required to deal with abuses 
of this type if the brewers were alive to their responsi¬ 
bilities and their self-interest. Instead, they would organ¬ 
ize and police their own industry, calling in state author¬ 
ity where necessary. 

Brewery competition before prohibition was respon¬ 
sible for too many saloons and for saloon-keepers with 
no personal stake in their business and hence no com¬ 
pelling incentive to run clean, decent places. It is rather 
disheartening to know that practical confiscation of their 
property and shutting down of their business for 14 long 
years did not teach them their lesson. 

OUR NEIGHBORS 

T HE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE is on the right track. 

Its leaders, determined to be neighborly as well as feel 
neighborly, have united on a plan of extending a friendly 
hand to sister cities and communities throughout the 
county. 

Santa Ana always has been friendly, but sometimes 
we probably have taken too much for granted. We in 
Santa Ana always have had a kindly interest in every¬ 
thing and everybody in Orange county but there have 
been many times when we haven’t demonstrated it as we 
should. There is no need to enlarge upon this. It seems 
to be an accepted fact and nothing is to be gained by re¬ 
viewing mistakes of the past. 

There are countless ways in which we may show our 
friendship. First of all we must know our neighbors. 
Then a word of encouragement here, a little lift there; 
a float in the various festival parades, a speaker at get- 
together meetings. Messages of good cheer, besides good, 
hard licks to put something over in another town which 
needs the help of a big sister—these are just a few of 
the ways we can manifest a friendship which is sincere 
and abiding. 

FOR FREE DISCUSSION 

W ELCOME evidence of California’s sanity in the face 
of an hysterical drive to force us into a Hitler-like 
policy of suppression is the adoption by the California 
League of Women Voters in annual convention at Del 
Monte of a resolution declaring for “full, free and open 
discussion of any and all economic, political and social 
issues ... in our cultural agencies.” 

This means first of all in our schools and particularly 
in our universities, against which the Hearst “anti-red” 
campaign has been directed. The resolution was laid be¬ 
fore the convention by the appropriate standing commit¬ 
tee and adopted by a vote that lacked only one of being 
unanimous. 

This rebuke to those who would have us scrap the 
fundamental principles of Americanism is of special im¬ 
portance because it comes from a large body of organized 
women who represent the more prosperous and conserva¬ 
tive element. And the professional patrioteers will have 
a hard time trying to discredit as “radical” or “subver¬ 
sive” an organization the president of which happens to 
be the wife of an official of the Industrial association of 
San Francisco! But that doesn’t mean they won’t try.
